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Public Service Indiana 


Seeks Rate Hike 


PLAINFIELD, Ind. (U P I) — Public S ervice Indiana, 
the state’s largest u tility, Thursday filed d etails of its 
proposed 26 per cent in crea se in electric rates. 
PSI in December filed a preliminary request for a 
rate hike with the P u b lic Service Commission. The PSC 
has set June 23 to re ce iv e testimony from the com pany, 
and Aug. 4 to begin hearing testimony from the public 
counselor and interveners. 
T he utility, in its detailed petition, asked for an 
a v erage rate increase of 29.6 per cent for residential 
custom ers, 
25.8 
for 
industrial users 
and 
21.9 
for 
com m ercial consum ers. 
T he company’s rate increase request would produce 
an additional $63 m illion a year in revenue. PSI said $32 
m illion of that would go for taxes. 
Carroll 
H. 
Blancher, 
P SI’s chairman 
and 
chief 
execu tive officer, said the proposed rate in creases are 
based on the cost of se r v ic e to each class of custom er. 
Blancher said the rate hikes are needed to m eet the 
cost 
of inflation and 
to provide funds 
for 
future 
expansion. 


P SI, Blancher said, w ill spend a record $1.27 billion for 
new construction in the 1975-79 period to m eet consum er 
dem ands in its 69-county area. He said this is about as 
m uch as the utility has spent in the previous 63 years of 
operation. 
He said about 34 per cen t of the total of the five-year 
construction program 
w ill 
be raised from 
internal 
sou rces, 
including 
undistributed 
earnings 
a n d 
accum ulated depreciation funds. 
Blancher said the construction program includes three 
650,000 kilowat coal-fired generating units at the Gibson 
P ow er station, and tw o nuclear generating units at the 
proposed Marble Hill N uclear Power facility.

And, the Human Society 
said, it will be dug up in a couple of years and the bones 
will be used for a museum exhibit.

Doctor Conviction Upheld 


BOSTON (UPI). — A trial judge has upheld the 
conviction of Dr. Kenneth Edelin for manslaughter in 
the death of a fetus during a legal abortion. 
Edelin’s hopes for vindication from Judge Jam e s 
McGuire, who presided over the six-week trial, were 
dashed Thursday in a courtroom scene that lasted less 
than five minutes. 
McGuire’s terse refusal to overturn the jury verdict, 
as requested in a defense motion that was argued two 
weeks ago, left the black obstetrician to concentrate on 
his formal appeal which is expected to be heard in late 
summer or early fall by the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court. 


Ex-Cop At Evansville Convicted 


EVANSVILE, Ind. (UPI) — Vaughn Peerman, former 
Evansville policeman later convicted on 45 counts of 
theft, was sentenced Thursday to three terms of 1-5 
years and another term of one y ear by Special Judge - 
Howard King in Vanderburgh Circuit Court. 
However, King said he was recommending the Indiana 
a Department of Correction place Peerm an in a work- 
release program or at a state honor farm rather than 
the Indiana State Prison. The term s run concurrently. 
Peerman, 36, was convicted April 16 on charges of 
theft involving insurance premiums collected for a 
policy held by the Evansville F ratern al Order of Police. 
Peerm an was once president of the FO P. 
King also fined Peerman $22,500. Peerman said he 
would appeal the conviction.

man Marine assault force was 
plucked by helicopter from Koh 
Tang island in the Gulf of

aboard a crashed helicopter 
was missing and believed dead 
Pentagon sources said Thurs­ 
day tentative reports indicated 
eight Marines and six airmen 
may 
be missing in combat 
action 
associated 
with 
the 
successful rescue of an Amen 
can merchant freighter and its 
crew seized Monday by Cam­ 
bodian gunboats. 
Two 
destroyers 
with 
loud 
speakers circled the island 
searching 
for 
possible 
stragglers 
Pentagon officials said parts 
of 
the 
Marine 
force 
were 
scattered among four warships 
that took part in the battle, 
while others flew to Thailand 
en route to home bases in the 
Pacific, “ ll s all jumbled up at 
this point,’’ one officer said 


The Pentagon said it would 
account 
for 
the 
casualties 
today. 
The Marine landing force and 
helicopters, 
searching 
for 
a 
captured merchant crew that 
wasn’t 
even 
on 
the 
jungle 
island, encountered stiff small 
arms fire from the Cambodian 
defenders, the Pentagon said. 
The brief military adventure 
in the Gulf of Thailand, the 
first U S. combat mission in 
Southeast Asia since the Viet­ 
nam cease-fire 2-4 years ago, 
was being hailed as a resound­ 
ing political victory for the 
Ford administration 


The operation resulted in the 
rescue of all 39 crewmen and 
the container ship Mayaguez, 
seized by Cambodia 60 m d e s off 
its coast, and proponents of the 
action said it restored some of 
America’s tarnished glory after 
tin* 
loss 
of 
Cambodia 
and 
Vietnan. 


In addition to rescuing the 
crewmen from the “hijacking,’’ 
said 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
James R 
Schlesinger Thurs­ 
day, the “ measured response” 
was a “ timely reaffirmation of 
freedom of the seas.”

JOHNNY H A _____ 
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A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

In a charming little book 
called SKETCHES OF RUSH 
COUNTY OF RUSH COUNTY, 
INDIANA, 
BY 
Mary 
M. 
Alexander and Capitola Guffin 
Dill the following paragraph 
appears: In 1850 P.T. Barnum 
brought Jenny 
Lind to this 
country. One 
of 
the places 
visited was Madison, Indiana. A 
number of music lovers from 
Rushville went to hear her. The 
whole continent is enraptured 
with her melodies. 
P.T. Barnumn’s memoirs say 
that he first conceived the idea 
of bringing Jenny, The Swedish 
Nightingale, to this country in 
1849, “It was an enterprise 
never before or since equalled in 
managerial annals. As I recall it 
now I almost tremble at the 
seeming temerity of the at­ 
tempt. . .I risked much but I 
made more.” 
He arranged 
for 
the trip 
without ever hearing her sing. 
He knew only that she was a 
child prodigy, being accepted at 
the age of nine as a pupil at the 
Swedish Royal Theater School- 
the youngest student ever ac­ 
cepted. Officials there had been 
so impressed with her talent 
they paid for her enrollment and 
furnished the funds to board her 
while she was there. Seven 
years later she was singing 
leads in operas and two years 
later was appointed court singer 
by the King of Sweden who also 
made her a member of the 
Swedish Royal Acadamy. 
From there she had gone on to 
study in France and began to 
appear in other countries than 
her own. Everywhere she was 
applauded and 
idolized so 
greatly that Sweden began to 
regard her as 
a 
national 
tr e a su r e . 
C ontem porary 
composers idolized 
her and 
wrote some of their most 
memorable music for her to 
sing. Many young men courted 
her unsuccessfully, among them 
the writer 
Hans 
Christian 
Anderson who wrote stories for 
her. 
Dances, dogs, children, china, 
flowers, fruits and articles of 
wearing apparel and furniture 
were named for her. Peers and 
statesm en 
sought 
her 
acquaintence, and the Queen of 
England showered 
her with 
gifts. Through 
it 
all Jenny 
remained shy and unsure of 
herself. 
Her 
audiences 
frightened her. She decided to 
retire 
and 
announced 
her 
engagement to an Englishman 
jciadius Harris. When his family 
insisted she pledge never again 
Jo sing on the stage before the 
c a r r ia g e 
was 
performed. 
Stubborn Jenny broke off the 
Romance and accepted Bar­ 
num ’s offer to come to the 
states. 
; Jenny insisted that Barnum 


deposit in cash the full sum for 
her 
appearances 
with 
European bank before she 
would venture one step on the 
trip. This was not just her salary 
but salary for her conductor, a 
male singer to accompany her, 
a com panion, a secretary, 
travel and hotel expenses and 
the use of a manservant and 
carriage in 
every 
city 
she 
visited. The sum was something 
like one hundred and eighty 
seven thousand five hundred 
dollars. 
Barnum raised the money by 
converting everything he could 
to cash, mortgaging all his 
property 
to 
the 
hilt 
and 
borrowing the rest from friends. 
Having risked his all, Barnum 
set out to make sure the appetite 
of the American public would be 
properly whetted for the delight 
he was about to offer it. For six 
months he bombarded the 
public with propaganda about 
Jenny’s talents, her wonderful 
m oral character, 
and 
her 
charitable enterprises. There 
were plenty of European ex­ 
perts who could be quoted for 
m ost of them agreed that 
Jenny’s overall technique w^s 
unparalleled. Years of training 
enabled her 
to 
control 
the 
sounds she produced in a 
manner that suggested com­ 
plete 
and 
spontaneous 
naturalness. Her high register 
was 
superb 
and 
she 
could 
produce beautiful tones in any 
volum e without seem ing to 
force them. 
Her first American concert 
was given on September ll, 1850 
at Castle Garden, a huge 
auditorium in New York. To 
increase the excitement over 
Jenny’s appearnace, Barnum 
auctioned off the tickets with 
friends induced to pay huge 
amounts for the first ones. 
Thousands of people paid a 
quarter apiece just to watch the 
bidding. The first ticket sold for 
$225 and Barnum announced the 
receipts for this first concert at 
$17,864. He continued to auction 
off tickets at following per­ 
formances. Highest price paid 
for one was at Providence, R.I. 
A Colonel .William Ross bought 
it for $650 and did not even at­ 
tend the concert. He simply 
wanted the publicity. 
The sam e procedure was

followed for the concert given at 
Madison. We are not told how 
much the high bid was there, 
only that it was made by a 
Captain David White. The 
concert was scheduled for April 
ll, 1851 and was promoted by a 
Mr. Billy Wilson who had 
guaranteed 
P.T. 
$5,000. 
Although the house was packed, 
most of the tickets had sold for 
about five dollars some going 
for as little as 25 cents, and Mr. 
Wilson found he had raised only 
$3,700. Needless to say, Barnum 
was not at all happy with this 
turn 
of 
e v e n ts« When 
he 
discovered 
that 
the 
“Opera 
House” 
where Jenny 
would 
appear was nothing more than a 
slaughter house for pigs, the 
walls freshly whitewashed and 


an improvised stage freshly 
papered for the occasion, he 
exploded. His treasure should 
not appear under such cir-' 
cumstances. 
But Jenny was a lady and a 
trouper. She announced that 
these people had come for miles 
and miles to see her and she 
would not disappoint them . 
Besides, half of 
$3,700 was 
better than half of nothing. 
Barnum agreed and Jenny 
prepared to go ashore. Since she 
was frightened of the crowds, 
heresay says Barnum escorted 
her maid ashore and the crowd, 
assuming she was Jenny, never 
even 
noticed 
Jenny 
who 
followed in the maid’s place. 
Hearsay also says there was 
no room for Jennv at the hotel so 


she was a guest of James F O . 
Lanier in his beautiful mansion 
on the river. At any rate, the 
pork packing house where she 
sang that night, which stood on 
the corner of Mulberry and 
First Streets, was forever after 
known as 
the Jenny 
Lind 
Packing House and Mr. Billy 
Wilson was never called Billy 
again. From that day forward 
he was known as Jenny Lind 
Wilson. 
No one has recorded what 
Jenny thought of the town, but I 
think it is safe to assume she 
never forgot her one taste of 
Hoosier Hospitality.

Looking Ford straight in the 
eye, 
Kaunda said,

m ediately, and the ending of 
apartheid in South A frica. 
‘‘We becom e, Mr. P resident,

early six ties.” 
‘‘The 
reactionaries

The reaction w as stunning.

States dared not take under­ 
developed countries for gran­ 
ted, but had to g iv e m assive 


aid.

Ayub w as greeted with congres­ 
sional cheers and praise for his 
frankness. Kaunda w as greeted 
by polite applause and m uffled 
fury.

To what extent is a person 
responsible for the sins of the 
society in which he lives? This is 
the arresting question to which 
the prophet Ezekiel addresses 
himself in the passages which 
we study. 
The Book of Ezekiel has been 
the subject of much controversy 
among Biblical scholars. Some 
think that it is mainly the work 
of one author; others feel that it 
is a composite work compiled 
from several different sources. 
A few authorities doubt whether 
such a person as Ezekiel ever 
existed. There is equally wide 
disagreement among scholars 
as to the place and date of the 
Book’s composition. 
For our purposes, however, 
we may accept that Ezekiel was 
one of a number of important

Jews who were carried off to 
captivity in Babylonia in 598 
B.C., before the final destruc­ 
tion of Jerusalem in 587 B.C. 
Corruption Of Religion 
Many of the prophecies of 
Ezekiel took place in this 
eleven-year period. The Jewish 
exiles settled in Babylonia were 
apparently not persecuted, and 
adjusted fairly well to their new 
environment. Too well, as a 
matter of fact, because both 
they and many Jews remaining 
in Judea under King Zedekiah 
allowed the religious practices 
of 
neighboring 
peoples 
to 
corrupt the worship of Jehovah. 
It wa.' this desecration of 
religion’s 
purity 
that 
called 
forth the condemnations of 
Jerem iah 
and 
led 
him 
to 
prophesy the downfall of the 
Jewish state. 
Ezekiel, who may have been 
writing from Babylonia or 
Palestine, before or after 587 
B C ., 
was 
equally 
con­ 
demnatory 
and 
l i k e w i s e 
predicted disaster for the Jews. 
But 
there 
were undoubtedly 
some Jewish families, both in 
Palestine and Babylonia, who 
continued to maintain the purity 
of their faith. Were these 


families to share in the disaster 
brought on by those disloyal to 
Jehovah? If God destroyed 
them too, then was he not 
treating good and bad alike, 
with 
no attention 
to 
moral 
differences? 
Individual Moral Responsibility 
This question might well have 
been the reason why Ezekiel 
inserted in his general con­ 
demnation 
the passages 
we 
study today. Chapter 18 is a 
ringing pronouncement of in­ 
dividual responsibility. Ezekiel, 
speaking for the Lord, strains at 
the limits of language to make it 
perfectly plain that 
every 
person will be judged for his 
acts 
alone: 
“If a 
man 
is 
righteous and does what 
is 
lawful -if he does not eat on the 
mountains (i.e. give sacrifices 
to idols located in the moun- 
ta in s(—does 
not 
oppress 
anyone, but restores to the 
debtor his pledge (i.e. return to 
the debtor any interest he has 
paid) —walks in my statues and 
is careful to observe my or­ 
dinances -he is righteous, he 
shall surely live, says the Lord 
God.” The full catalog of moral 
and ritual observances has been 
shortened 
in 
the 
above 
quotation. 
This endorsement 
of 
in­ 
dividual responsibility, coming 
from an ancient period in which 
the tribe was the focus of 
loyalty, is remarkable. Among 
prim itive peoples the tribe 
shared the blame for 
the 
wrongdoing of any 
of 
its 
m em bers, 
and accordingly 
suffered punishment along with 
them. How many times in the 
Old Testament were the sins of 
fathers 
visited 
upon 
the 
children? But in contrast to this 
conventional moral concept, 
individual moral responsibility 
is present also, perhaps most 
notable in Job. This newer 
morality was a unique con­ 
tribution of Jewish though 
which was expanded in the New 
Testament. 
Collective Moral 
Responsibility 
Actually, 
as a 
practical 
matter both collective and in­ 
dividual 
responsibility 
are 
present in the affairs of this 
world. 
One generation 
in 
a 
nation starts a war; the next 
generation must pay for it 


Parents who live vicious or 
dissipated lives bring children 
into the world, who because of 
this conditioning, which they 
could not avoid, behave in the 
same way, or worse, and come 
to grief. Other examples of guilt 
and punishment being passed on 
to succeeding generations could 
be multiplied. 
In condemning what we would 
call “ guilt by association” 
Ezekiel made a perfectly valid 
point, but he might have noted 
that this is not the whole story. 
Some of the wrongs we commit 
are by our own volition; others 
are the result of social and 
environm ental 
conditioning 
which make it impossible for us 
to appreciate their immoral 
quality. Hence it requires not 
only a just God but a com­ 
passionate God to discern what 
is “lawful and right” in us.

wonder what they can do about 
it. 
Well, take heart American 
Christians. Brother Gallup has 
comeout with another one of his 
polls which indicates younger 
people are taking an active 
interest in church affairs. The 
survey, conducted in three 
hundred United States localities 
indicates a significant increase 
“in the number of young adults 
who believe religion’s influence 
is gaining.” 
His poll also indicates that for 
the last three years weekly 
worship attendance has stood at 
about forty per cent of the 
American population. 
This 
compares with the all time high 
in church attendance which 
occurred in 1959. In that year 
forty-nine per cent of all 
Americans were in church on 
Sundays. 
If these figures cause you to 
worry about declining worship 
attendance you might take 
heart in the fact that for as long 
as such figures 
have been 
gathered they have not varied 
much. For instance during the 
Civil War the percentage of 
Americans worshipping their 
God each Sunday was only 
forty-six. The old myth that at 
some time or other almost all 
Americans were in church on 
the Sabbath just doesn’t stand 
up. 
This means that we have to 
come to grips with a significant 
thing which has almost always 
escaped our attention. The 
Christian faith is a minority 


faith and it has always been in 
the minor leagues in terms of 
the number of people in the 
world. 
The 
im portant 
th in g ,.. 
therefore is not the percentage 
figures indicating the number of ( 
Americans involved in the life of, 
the church. What counts is what ‘ 
Christians are doing in the 
world to increase their numbers 
and win people to Jesus Christ. 
Just before Christ was about 
to be ascended into Heaven to be 
with His Father he instructed 
his eleven followers (Judas had- 
gone and hung himself and the 
next disciple had not yet been 
elected.) to “go into all the 
world. . .” They followed his, 
command and went out into ' 
their world proclaiming the 
good news of the life, death and 
resurrection of Jesus. Through 
their preaching and teaching 
they turned a world upside 
down. Although Christianity 
was a minority it was making its ^ 
impact. 
There world was not much ^ 
different than ours. It was filled , 
with war, revolution, violence, 
tyranny, greed, lust and all. 
sorts of evil Yet they endured in , 
spite of their small numbers and 
the minority faith survived and 
grew. In the midst of so much , 
evil they proclaimed the way of 
salvation to be through faith in , 
Jesus Chrsit. 
/ 
The Christian faith is still a 
minority but it can make its , 
impact. It can make it through 
those of us in the churches who* 
have faith in Christ and want to 
make it count for something - in 
spite of our 
being 
in 
the 
minority.

Wednesday, swaying buildings,

is one of the closest structures 
to the remote desert nuclear 
testing site. 
Observers posted in 16 high 
rise buildings in Las Vegas, 110 
miles south of the explosion, 
said they could feel tremors 
from the blast for a full minute 
as the tall buildings swayed. 
Chandeliers in plush casinos 
began swinging, doors moved 
and power lines whipped as 
utility 
poles rippled in the 
undulating earth. 
At the Crowell mine near 
Beatty, miners said they could 
distinctly 
feel 
the 
rippling 
shock waves approaching them, 
and passing beneath their feet. 
Federal 
authorities 
had 
warned operators of the six 
mines within 50 miles of the 
test site not to have any miners 
below ground when the big 
bomb went off. Construction 
workers on high rises in Las 
Vegas were warned to position 
themselves where they could 
not be jolted off a girder by the 
shock wave. 
The “weapons-related” nu­ 
clear 
device, 
code 
named 
“Tybo,” was detonated at the 
bottom of a shaft 2,510 feet 
deep at 7 a.m. It blasted out an 
underground cavern 600 feet 
across, the width of two football 
fields, and registered on seis­ 
mographs in neighboring Neva­ 
da as an earthquake of 5.9 on 
the Richter scale. 
The force heaved the earth 
several feet into the air on the 
surface, half a mile above the 
explosion, knocking a plume of 
desert dust into the clear sky. 
Four hours later the earth 
slumped into a crater 15 feet 
deep and 600 feet across when 
the 
molten 
rock 
of 
the 
underground crater collapsed. 
Scientific observers in helicopt­ 
ers hovering over the site said 
no radiation escaped into the 
atmosphere. 
Officials said the explosion 
packed a punch of between 200 
kilotons and one megaton.
